CAPE TOWN, Africa, April 29.—Farther 


advices from Pretoria say that at the close 
of the trial of the leaden of the Johan- 
nesburg reform committee yesterday, 
the presiding judge after summing np 
said it was his painful duty to pass sen- 
tence upon the prisoners who had pleaded 
guilty of high treason, but expressed the 
hope that the executive would show the 
same clemency that had been exhibited 
during the crisis beginning yesterday. 
Then amid the most intense alienee he 
solemnly passed the sentence of death in- 
dividually upon the four leaders of the 
reform committee of Johannesburg, J. 
H. Hammond, an Amsrioan citizen, Fran- 
cis Rhodes, George Farrar and Lionel 
Phillipps. All but the first are English- 
men. 


Two minutes later the remainiu fitty- 


nine prisoners, Including Josl Barnato, 
his nephew Barney Barneto, the Turkish 
consul at BeUelheim, J. Leonard, Captain 
Mein, J. S. Curtis, V. Clement, J. Lawley, 
H. J. King and Mr. Lingham, all Ameri- 
cans, were sentenced to two years impris- 
onment or three years banishment and 
fined $10,000 in default of which another 
year of imprisonment is to be added.

President Krueger is reported to be ex- 


amining carefully the records of the trial 
and his expected clemency in commuting 
sentences will have a beneficial effect up- 
on the relation between the British people 
and the Boers. But the strain will be re- 
sumed when the question of England pay- 
ing the indemnity to the Transvaal comes 
up. It is intimated here that Great Brit- 
ain will shift the whole responsibility to 
British chartered South African Company.

SMUGGLING BY RAILWAY. 


The Artificial Yawn May Be Produced by 


Simple Means. 


A yawn Is either natural or artificial. 


Among the natural are the things called 
"gaps," which aro not true yawns at all 
and must be carefully distinguished from 
them. The artificial article has a number 
of purposes. Sometimes it Is assumed us 
a hint to the visitor who stays too long, 
or to the man who talks politics in the 
presence of women, or talks shop, or tells 
an old story, or makes himself a general 
nuisance. Women havo a habit of yawn- 
ing in the face of the male individual who 
talks enthusiastically to them about other 
women. This is ono of the mont artificial 
of yawns. It has not even the pretense of 
reality about it. 


Tho most essential difference between 


the real yawn und the assumed one is that 
the former is contagious and tho latter is 
not. One has only to indulge in this phys- 
ical act unwittingly in a street oar to see 
it pass up oil" side nod down the other. 
The majority nf those who follow the first 
example do it without noticing where the 
initiative oaine from or that they are fol- 
lowing it. On the other hand, an artifi- 
cial yawn begins and ends with the person 
who perpetrates it. It has none of the 
subtle initiative of the real article. Kelt 
to being nblo to understand a yawn, the 
most important social accomplishment is 
to be able to stifle one. This can be done 
only after long practice. Where this art 
has not been attained to the best thing to 
do Is "Jot to > yologiza. Such an explana- 
tion is an ir. alt to the intelligence of the 
person spoken to. A real, soul felt yawn 
must be lived down. It cannot be ex- 
plained away. Bay nothing, and your 
neighbor niny abvlate all trouble by imi- 
tating you. In that case one transgression 
offsets the othp-.—New York Sun.

m Carriers of Con. 


traband Goods. 


There is a story of several years' stand- 


Ing to the effect that at one time a loco- 
motive on ouo of the lines running across 
the German-Russian frontier was osod 
most successfully as a carrier of contraband 
goods, aud that tho fraud so long practiced 
was discovered only while overhauling tho 
engine In the repair shops. The exact cir- 
cumstances cannot now be called to mind, 
though the essential fact of such illegal 
use having been made of a legitimate pieca 
of engineering work Is brought back to 
memory by a recently published item 
which chronicles a somewhat similar bit 
of deception. 


The Belgian customs authorities, it ap- 


pears, knew for » long tlnio that large 
quantities of jewelry were smuggled over 
tho French border, but how It was done 
puzzled then:. In the luggage vau of the 
express which runs between Paris and 
Brussels is a case which holds the accumu- 
lators when the fain is electrically lighted. 
A key of tho caeo is held by the conductor 
of tho express, a foreman porter and an 
excise official of the border station, but 
none of thosa ever appear to nso it. Tho 
other day, as tho train ran into Quovy, tho 
border town, a customs inspector took it 
Into his heart, more through officiousuesa 
than suspicion, to open the chest. To his 
amazement it was filled to the lid with 
watches, chains, rings, bracelets and all 
kinds of dutiable jewelry. It was found 
that the foreman porter at Quevy had for 
a long period been carrying on a contra- 
band traffic for a well known Paris jew- 
eler, who, It is said, has had to disgorge 
hoavily, both in jewelry and hnrd cash, in 
consoquenco of the disclosure of his frauds. 
—Cassier's Magazine.

The Psrml«. 


The pa*ade which was about a quarter 


of a mile long and contained fully COO men 
wiibin twoparls at the start, one leaving 
the squwri? in front of Collfm' block at 
Adainsand the other leaving Zylonito at 
about the saiuo how. They met at Ren- 
Irew aud the Xylonite portion fell in be- 
hind the other, forming the Ime as fol- 
lows: Marsha!, Major B. A. Whipple; 
assist ints, \V. W. Kutler and CuorU-s A. 
Waters, squad of police. Lafayette band, 
eighteen pitues; Company M. M. V. M., 
fifty-four men,

Snuuier, vice-president; Division 3, A. O. 
H., sixty men, Henry M. Fern, president; 
Renfrew Caledonian club, forty men, 
George Kerr, chief; carriages containing 
speakers; Qermania band, eighteen pieces; 
Zylonite and North Adams citizens, 200; 
Italian band, eighteen pieces; Alert hose 
company, forty men, Godfrey Sanderson, 
Jr., foreman. 


In the parade were several wagons rep- 


repenting local history, among others one 
bearing a tree and one of the occupants 
cirried a transparency with this inscrip- 
tion: "Who Says Charlie Is a Farmer?" 
Other transparencies bore expressions like 
the following: "Success to the Mannes- 
man's Cycle Tube Works," "Hurrah for 
L. L. Brown!" "The Adams Power com- 
pany has the Power." "L. L. Brown, the 
Grand Old Man." 


An open carriage at the end of tbe line 


had in it Messrs. Mitchell & Carr, the 
colored minstrels and two white minstrels 
in fantastic attire. These two were Dr. 
A. K. Boom and John Yonmana, the 
former provided with a tambourine and 
the latter with "bones." This quartet 
furnished lots of fun all along tbe line of 
march and after the parade took their 
places on the speakers,' balcony at Zylonite 
hotel. 


The necoratlons. 


The decorations began at the Follett 


residence just north of Renfrew end 
hardly a house between that point and 
the North Adams town line was without 
some Kind of trimming. Chinese lanterns 
were everywhere and even the mountain- 
side farmers gave evidence of their happi- 
ness by big brush, bon-fires. There was 
special effort at decoration by W. W. 
Butler, C. A. Howland and James Fergu- 
son and all succeeded in their attempts. 


Landlord Donohue of Zylonite hotel, 


which was the center of attraction, did 
himself proud and his house presented a 
very pretty appearance. Bunting of the 
national colors was draped on the hotel 
front and innumerable Chinese lanterns 
were suspended in places from the top to 
the bottom. The special feature of this 
decoration was a very large number of 
incandescent lights with colored globes 
which were set in various ways. A star of 
red, white and blue lights in the center, 
on a background of gilt, was particularly 
noticeable. 


At Zylonite Holol. 


The marchers covered a long distance, 


taking the back road when they reached 
Zylonite, and marching north past W. W. 
Butler's residence to the main rotd and 
backtothe place of jubilation. 


When they arrived in front of the 


hotel the larger portion of the crowd of 
spectators had arrived and in the road for 
some distance on either side of the build- 
ing, there was a. crowded mass of human- 
ity. A fair estimate would place the 
number of people who saw and heard the 
exercises at 3500.

The Speaking. 


W. W. Butler acted as presiding officer 


and during the evening introduced the 
different speakers in a witty «nd pleasing 
way, and proved to be such stuff ai toast- 
masters are made of.

F. O. Sayles of Adams 88 years old and 


the oldest member of the Berkshire bar, 


was then introduced.

had known him from boyhood and his 
father uefoi* him, and hi bad alway 
proven himself a true and tried man and 
friend.

He had seen tbe l.ttie town's undaunted 
courage in great gloom, he now congrat- 
ulated it on its new-hope. Mr. Spalding 
spoke of L. L. Brown, as never being off

With three cheers for L. L. Brown, the 


jollification was declared over.

THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


The council Tuesday evening met a 


grave public duty unanimously and well. 
Large appropriations had to be made, and 
were made. Public improvements were 
indorsed and provision made for them. 
The result is that the appropriations 
made are very large, amounting to 
J321,S)20.' 


Much of this extra expense is accounted 


for by the fact that fifteen months appro- 
priations were made, from January, 1895, 
to April, 1897. 


The improvement of our streets by pro- 


vision for a steam roller costing $3,500, 
and increased appropriations ol $10,000 
over last year, which will go toward per- 
manent improvements, is now assured. 


A permanent disposal of our sewerage 


inconveniences and troubles is made by 
an appropriation of *12,030, 


A system of police telegraph, whereby 


police efficiency can be absolutely secured 
and the police summoned to any part of 
the city at any time, is provided for at a 
cost of «4oOO. 


Tlic widening work and needs of the 


public schools also required several thous- 
and dollars additional appropriations. 


It was not deemed wise while meeting 


these public necessities (which, will not 
have to be met again) to raise the tax 
rate, and so for this year none of the ma- 
turing debt will be paid, and a number of 
lors; deferred and necessary improve- 
ments made. 
The council's work was 


done only after the most careful consider- 
ation of the city's needs, its resources 
and its liabilities, by the mayor, the dif- 
ferent boards of .city officials and the coun- 
cil. 
'

An Interesting Session. The Figures Care, 


fully Considered. Causes for Increased 


Appropriations Explained. Board 


of Public Works Recommenda- 


tions Entirely Accepted. 


An Important upecial meeting; was held 


by the city council Tuesday evening, the 
business being; to act upon the expense 
estimates for the year recommended by 
the mayor, the president of the council 
and chairman of the board of public 
works. 


After the leading of the budget by Clerk 


Brooker the council went into executive 
session and Councilman Rloe was chosen 
chairman. 


Public Work*. 


The consideration of the bud get of ap- 


propriations was then in order. Some of 
the amounts called for were so much 
larger than those of last year that explan- 
ations were asked for. W. Q. Cady, chair- 
man of the board of public works, spoke of 
the appropriations a-iked for under the 
head of public works. For high ways $20,000 
wo? asked, agoin.st f 12,000 last year. 


This was because the street are in very 


bad condition in all parts of the city and 
it will take money to put them in proper 
shape. Many gutters on the hills nerd 
paving to protect them from damage by 
washing. It was also proposed to buy 
trap-rock and a rock roller for the purpose 
of making permanent improvements. Mr. 
Cady thought that in view of the work 
necessary to be done, $20,000 was none too 
much for highways. Mr. Cady referred to 
other items in the budget and his explana- 
tion was satisfactory to the council. 


Water Works. 


When the items under this bead were 


considered Councilman Whitaker said the 
total amount asked for should be appro- 
priated in a lump. The recommendation 
was itemized as a matter of convenience 
and to make clear the needs of this de- 
partment, but the different expenses vary 
greatly from year to year and it is neces- 
sary for those in charge of the water 
works to use the money as it maybe 
needed. It would be detrimental to com- 
pel those using this money to use it 
exactly according to the itemized recom- 
mendation. The council saw the point 
and voted, on motion of Mr. Whitaker, to 
appropriate the sum of $12,600 for water 
works. 


Pnblle * • idols. 


Councilman Wilkinson asked that Super- 


intendent Hall state the ground on which 
a considerable increase in the amount 
asked for public schools was based. Mr. 
Hall said the salaries of the superinten- 
dent and several of the teachers had been 
raised. 
This year there must be several 


more teachers employed. 
It is also 


desired to slightly increase the salaries of 
about twelve lady teachers. The amount 
asked for salaries was $48,000, but 110,000 
had been used in the last three months, 
and provision must be made for a year 
ahead. 
Last year over $32,000 was 


expended for salaries and there was a 
deficit of $4,000, so $39,000 did not seem 
like too much for the present year. Mr. 
Hall also spoke of the evening schools, 
repairs, etc., and the council was satisfied 
that the amounts asked for were not 
unreasonable. 


On motion of Councilman Wilkinson it 


was voted to allow the school committee 
to use the sums appropriated for teachers' 
salaries, school expenses and evening 
schools interchangeably.

Then came the salary list. 


Councilman Bykes moved that inasmuch 
as the salaries are fixed by the charter

To raise the total amount by taxation 
would make atax rate of $28 on $1,000, 
which no one could stand. ' He therefore 
moved that $35,000 be borrowed'for a 
term not exceeding thirty years, at a rate 
if 4 per cent., payable seml-annually, 
which would make the tax rate $23 on 
1,000, the same as last year. This was 
voted. It was then voted to raise by tax- 
ation $288,920, less the cash in the treas- 
ury and anticipated receipts.

HOW TO GROW ROSES. 


s. Few Plain Instructions For Frodnein* 


New Varieties. 


"I wonder," a flower lover said the oth- 


er day, "that many of the women who 
have time and not much to do with It do 
not go in lor the development of new 
roses. No, Uto field Is not one that prom- 
ises a swift and certain return. Thnt is 
the very reason It should appeal to thoso 
in nood of a hobby. Mow roses come to 
pass, yon know, in just two ways—they 
ere either eeodlrbga or sports. A sport, un- 
derstand, Is a branch of a growing rose 
that Is not oj^itant to blossom after tho 
way of its partSit Rteiu. It has a different 
form, or color, or habit of growth—some- 
times all throe—in which case it Is trebly 
valuublo. 
How it comes to be a sport the 


wise man arc not agreed. Some say it is 
through inherent tendency to variation; 
others declare that It is due to environ- 
ment—soil, temperature, light, exposure 
and fertilizers. I myself think both causes 
are operative to a degree, but believe fur- 
ther that the potential use of It is one of 
nature's secrets as yet unsurprised. A very 
famous sport is the pink rose Bridesmaid, 
which developed from the yet moro famous 
white rose Brklu. A« roses aro propagated 
from cuttings, a sport once well establish- 
ed usually comes true to name. Tory 
many valuable ones are, I doubt not, lost 
every year through the failure of private 
growers all over the country to recognize 
ami fix them. 


'•But seedlings—now {here Is a chance 


for skill, and hope, and patience—in fact, a 
largo segment of the Christian virtues. To 
begin, you must raise the Heed and choose 
the species that shall bo parents of your 
new plant with care. They must be stocky, 
healthy plants, too, and not allowed to 
ovorblossom—in fact, two oratmoetithreo, 
flowers aro enough. Cross fertilization is 
made possible by the fact that the anthers 
of tho stamens open earlier than: do the 
pores of tho ovaries. From the flower 
which is to be fertilized the stamens are 
clipped off as soon as they develop. Then 
a few hours later pollen Is gathered from 
the anthers of the other flower and with n 
flue camel's Imir pencil laid upon the pis- 
til of the first one. Then the whole trans- 
action Is recorded—date, names of parent 
sorts and tho fertilized flower carefully 
watched. If tho calix swells and after 
awhile ripens into seed, the operation has 
been a success. Thus when tho seeds are 
ripe they are sowed and the resultant 
plants carefully nursed till they reach the 
stage of blossoms. There the beautiful un- 
certainty makes itself manifest. Two mag- 
nificent varieties have been known to 
come from a batch of a dozen seed, and 
again 10,000 have not given a now sort 
worth a name. Indeed, experienced grow- 
ers say that one success in 10,000 sowings 
Is about the average. They say also that 
very many flowers perfect from the grow- 
er's point of vlow have never been heard 
of outside of greenhouses because, for some 
occult and a wholly inexplicable reason, 
fashion would have none ot them.—New 
York Journal. 


Byzantium. 


Byzantium, to use that which has been 


the ordinary name with all Greek writers 
from Herodotus down to Paspates in our 
own-day, Is one of the oldest cities of Eu- 
rope—historically speaking, If we neglect 
mere prehistoric legend, little younger 
than Athens or Borne. Like them, Byzan- 
tium appears to have been founded on n 
prehistoric fort. Hardly any of the ancient 
towns of Italy and southern Europe can 
show so authentic and venerablo n record. 
There is no reason to doubt that Byzan- 
tium has been a historic city for some 
2,ooO years. During the whole of that pe- 
riod, with no real break in her life, It has 
beun the scene of events recorded, in the 
annals of mankind; it has been fought for 
and held by men famous In world history; 
It has ployed a substantial part in the 
drama of civilization. So singular a se- 
quence of historic interest can hardly be 
claimed for any city In Europe, except for 
Rome herself. 


For nearly 1,000 years before It became 


the capital of an empire Byzantium wan a 
Greek city of much Importance, the prize 
of contending nations, and, with striking 
prescience even then, chosen by phil- 
osophic historians for its commanding po- 
sition and immense capabilities. After the 
lapse of nearly 1,000 years Byzantium be- 
came Constantinople, the center of tho 
Boman empire. Since then It has been tho 
capital city of an empire for exactly 1,561 
years, and that in a manner and for a pe- 
riod such ns no other Imperial city has 
been In the annals of civilized man. There 
is no actual break, although, for tho dy- 
nasty of the Palffiologi, from the Latin 
empire down to the capture of tho Otto- 
man's, the empire outside the capital has a 
shrunken and almost phantom dominion. 
But it is yet true that for l,5(il years Con- 
stantinople has ever been, and still is, the 
sole regular residence of emperors and sul- 
tans, the sole and continuous center of 
civil and military administration, the su- 
preme court of law and just leu and tho of- 
ficial center of the imperial religion.—Fort- 
nightly .Review. 


A «1O Street Or Ticket. 


A Baltimore lawyer came near paying 


110 for a ride in a street oar a few days 
ago. With his wife ho got on one of the 
City and Suburban cars. Before the con- 
ductor called for tho fares tho lawyer's 
wif a handed to her husband a coupon clip- 
ped from a Virginia Midland railroad bond 
uud valued at f 10. This was printed in red 
ink arid looked like the car tickets used 
on the City wnd Suburban road, except 
that It was somewhat larger. The lawyer 
slipped the coupon in his pocket and for- 
got all about it.

lights. To be sure, one finds handker- 
chiefs scattered all through tho confused 
labyrinths of those great magazine, the 
Bon Marohe and the Louvre—but such 
handkerchiefs! 
Big, coarse, towcllike, 


machine hemmed or finished with a color- 
ed border—theso at high prices for their 
quality and appearance and unusable In 
any event. After sundry efforts in bad 
French to moke one's wants known tho 
key to tho situation is said to be np stairs 
In tho lingerie department. The lingerie 
department Is found to contain almost a 
duplicate stock of the handkerchiefs offer- 
ed below, to which are added some beauti- 
ful affairs, embroidered and laoe trimmed, 
at prices fairly within reason for the eamo. 
But where are the cheap and desirable ones 
fabled as Parisian? 


Tho next discovery In tho way of theso 


necessary articles of the toilet are the at- 
tractive ones hung In tho windows of the 
fascinating lingerie shops which one Is 
continually stumbling upon through tho 
streets of tho French capital. These—tho 
handkerchiefs, not the shops—aro delicate- 
ly bordered, pale hued linen or plain, mono- 
grained affairs, desirable In every way save 
too price, which makes one looking for tho 
expected cheap article hesitate. All things 
considered, theso handkerchiefs are cheap, 
for they are of tho best material and will 
outwear three of the lawn affairs offered In 
the oountry of bargains. 


Still they are not the handkerchiefs want- 


ed and madam interrogates further. Her 
desire ia then again met with the sama 
coarse lawn or linen squares with crudely 
colored borders. Theso are said to be a 
French bargain in so many places that 
madam is In despair. But after despair 
has held her for Its own for some days 
she, by tho merest chance, discovers In her 
wanderings through tho highways of ono 
of the great inugazlns the narrow hem- 
med, loco trimmed affair in linen which is 
so well simulated in lawn and loco In her 
own country and sells there for a French 
handkerchief at 35 cents. Here in Paris 
it is 21 cents, and from this vantage 
ground of discovery she is at last led by 
easy stages and the polite French clerk to 
the desired haven of the plain linen hand- 
kerchief with tiny hem and initialed or 
moiiograrnud, as she prefers. 
Thi*, one 


finally comes to know, will be made to your 
order in any of the shops at prices ranging 
from 1 frano 5 centimes to UK many francs 
as tho purse allows and may have initials 
or monograms from 5 cents a letter and 
from 15 cents for monogram or coronet up 
to almost any limit.

Origin of Hobson'» Choice. 


The familiar proverb originated with 


Thomas Hobson, a famous carrier of 
Cambridge, who was born about 1544 add 
lived to his eighty-fifth year. He traveled 
regularly for a long period between his 
home lit the university town and the Bull, 
Blshopsg<»t«, carrying pasaeiigers as well 
as packages. It is said that ho was the 
first person in England who let horses for 
hire, and it was out of the regularity of 
his mode, of dealing with the animals that 
the proverbial remark arose. Every horsa 
was gent out in its turn, and if from any 
cause a customer objected or wished a 
change made old Hobson would curtly de- 
cide, "This or none;" hence the saying, 
"Hobsou's choice—this or none."

Milton honored him by writing two 
epitaphs, quaintly noting in one that 
death would never have hit him had ho 
continued dodging It backward nnd for- 
ward botwean Cambridge and tho Bull.—

" WHITE WOMEN IN UGANDA.' 


Hr Crowds Oathor to See the First En- 


ropemn Ladles In That Country. 


Oct. 1 Init whs a great day at Mengo, 


tho capital fit Uganda, for on that day the 
Brst white Women to enter tho country set 
foot In the eupitFiL They were two Eng- 
lish missionaries who had made tho long 
jaqmey from tbo Indian ocean to the 
northern shore of Victoria Nyanza under 
the escort of Bishop Tucker of ito Church 
Missionary society. The natlvKi had nev- 
er seen a white woman before, and tho 
coming of the ladies was Iieralded for days 
before they arrived within view of tho 
crowds that greeted them at the capital. 


King Mwanga was if anything moro ex- 


olted than any of his people. Five days 
before tho bishop and the ladles arrived at 
Mengo the king sent a messenger with n 
letter for Bishop Tucker, in which he said: 


"Many greetings to you. 
I rejoice 


very, very much to hear that you are com- 
ing, and that you have now arrived In 
my country with ladles, because, even 
from my childhood, I have never seen Eu- 
ropean ladies. My greetings to the ladies 
and all the Europeans who aro with you." 


This lettor was from tho royal young 


person who some years ago murdered 
Bishop Haunlngton and sk^ghtered hun- 
dreds oftho native Christians at his capi- 
tal. 
Times hai'o changed In Uganda. 


On the day tlio ladles entered tho capital 


crowds covered every hill and lined the 
road along which tho caravan entered tho 
town. Bishop Tucker writes that he saw 
groat crowds In Mengo on the day that 
Sir Gerald Portal entered tbo capital, bul 
they were nothing to tho enormous con- 
course of 'people' that welcomed tho first 
women missionaries in Uganda. Themasi 
of people was so great that It was difficult 
to make a way along the road. Every- 
body was out to see tbo remarkable spec- 
tacle. It is presumed that tho ladles had 
a royal welcome from the king when Bish- 
op Tucker Introduced them, but the report 
of that event has not yet come to hand. 


A wonderful change has been wrought 


In Uganda within the past few years. 
Fifty thousand of tho people can now read 
and write, and the largest church in Men- 
go will jiold more than 3,000 people. Tho 
teachers of the Christian faith uuvor saw 
darker days than in Uganda a decade ago, 
but their progress work In tho past few 
years is among the greatest triumphs ol 
missionary enterprise.—New York Sun.

Was-hinpton, April 29.—Senator Stew- 


art prepared and circulated in both 
houses of congress yesterday afternoon 
n petition addressed to President Kru- 
ger of the Transvaal republic asking 
him to pardon John Hays Hammond 
The fact that such petition had been 
signed and would be forwarded was 
cabled tho Transvaal government. The 
petition, which was signed generally, 
is as follows: "The undersigned mem- 
bers of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States of 
America, respectfully represent that 
John Hays Hammond is a citizen of the 
United States; a man of high character 
and connected with the best families in 
this coum ry. and an engineer of ability. 
We regret exceedingly his unfortunate 
connection with the troubles in your 
ccn»ntry, for ivhich all our people en- 
tertain feelings of kindnessand respect. 
In view of the irreproachable charac- 
ter of Mr Hammond in his own coun- 
try and the high standing of his 
friends and relatives, we earnestly ask 
for him yonr most kindly considera- 
tion. If \ our excellency would extend 
to him a pardon for his offenses against 
your government we would esteem it 
an especial compliment to ourselves, as 
well as to the people of the United 
States. 
Hoping that you will relieve 


Mr. Hammond from the penalty of his 
connection, we are your most obedient 
servants, etc." 


OPINIONS AT WASHINGTON. 


Uo Tear That Hammond an<l the Other 


< i.iul.-uuie.l Men Will Be Kiecutcd. 
AY.isMugton, April 29.— The general 


imriresM< >n in official circles here is 
that John Hays Hammond and the five 
others condemned to death at Pretoria, 
South Africa, yesterday, will escape 
death and that their feentences will be 
commuted. This belief was strength- 
ened by the dispat:h received by Secre- 
tary Olney from United States Vfae 
Consul Knight at Cape Town announc- 
ing the convictions and adding that it 
was "understood that the sentence 
would be commuted." The British 
government is interesting itself in the 
interest of the men. who are all British 
subjects except Hammond, aud the 
British representatives in the Trans- 
vaal hiive been instructed by their 
home ofSce to guard Mr. Hammond's 
interests equally with the Englishmen, 
The subject formed a topic for discus- 
sion at the cabinet meeting. It is 
asserted here that the state depart- 
ment has official information to the 
effect that Hammond and the other 
leaders in the reform movement 
pleaded guilty under an agreement 
that they would not be punished se- 
verely. It is likely that the leaders 
w ill get off with heavy fines and per- 
haps small sentences of imprisonment. 
Hammond is possessed of considerable 
property in tho South African republic 
and there has been a disposition on the 
part of the Boers to confiscate it. So 
far the attempt has been frustrated 
HIU! sti'liciently strong representations 
from this government may prevent its 
a. jfomplishment. 


HAMMOND'S CAREER. 


History of the Oncnse for Which He Is 


To Be Executed. 


Washington, April 29.—John Hays 


Hammond, the American who has been 
condemned to death by the Boer high 
conrt :it Pretoria, was arrested together 
w ith other officers of the Johannesburg 
Reform club on January 12, on the 
charge of "inciting to rebellion and to 
htg-h treason.'1 Their specific offense 
was alleged to be the signing of an in- 
vitation to Dr. Jameson to come to the 
relief of the I'itlnndcrs of Johannes- 
burg1 in the event of their "extreme 
peril,' which the Boer authorities con- 
strued to mean in the event of an 
armed rising against the established 
government. 
The Reform club, or 


union of which John Hays Hammond 
was one of the leading spiriU, had for 
a lontr time been agitating legislative 
redress of the grievances of the Uit- 
lander; or foreign-born citizens of the 
Transvaal Republic, which included 
taxation without representation, op- 
pressive mining property laws and a 
denial of educational facilities for their 
children. 
For nearly a month the 


Boer government ref'ised to admit 
them to bail, confining them in an un- 
wholesome prison at Pretoria. Jossph 
Storj Curtis, a well-known New Yorker 
and a grandson of Justice Story of the 
United States supreme court, who had 
been arrested on another charge, at 
once interested himself in Mr. Ham- 
mond'b behalf, telegraphing to Secre- 
tary of State Olney that Mr. Ham- 
mond's situation was critical and urg- 
ing Mr. Olney to use the good offices of 
our government without delay to pro- 
tect Mr. Hammond in his rights as an 
American citizen. 


Secretary Olney Intercedes. 


The United States having no diplo- 


matic representative in the Transvaal, 
Secretary Olney requested colonial 
secretary Joseph Chamberlain to see 
that Hammond's rights were safe- 
gu*rded, and Mr. Chamberlain replied 
in a very friendly spirit, dhecting the 
British hiifhcommissioner to secure the 
bame treatment for the American as 
was accorded to the English prisoners. 
The American vice-consul at Caps 
Town, Mr. Knight, afterward went to 
Pretoria to look after Hammond's in- 
terests and reported that President 
Kruger had promised to befriend Ham 
moud so far as lay in his power, but 
said, that Hammond must be tried by 


the Boer court with the other prisoners, 
and that if he were found guilty of the 
oft'ense with which he stood charged 
he would haye to suffer the penalty, 
whatever it might be. Mr. Hammond's 
health gave way in the unhealthy Pre- 
toria jail, and on Feb. 5 he was re- 
leased on bail, which was fixed at £10,. 
000. 
At the preliminary hearing the 


trial was set down for April il. 


A Salary of •BO.OOO a Year. 


John Hays Hammond is 39 years old 


and a native of California. He was 
graduated from Yale college ip iff1?*. 


and afterward took a course of study 
in mining engineering at Freiburg. Re- 
turning to this country he soon became 
known as a mining expert in California 
and Mexico. In 1893 he went to South 
Africa to enter the' service of the Gold 
Fields of South Africa company, and 
the following year he was put in 
charge of an exploring expedition to 
Matabeleland, an enterprise of the 
British South Africa company. 
His 


mUsion was to report upon the mineral 
wealth of tho country. 
He accom- 


plished his task with such skill and 
judgment that Cecil Rhodes, then 
premier of Cape Colony, engaged him 
at a salary of £1,000 a month as the 
mining expert of the British South 
Africa 
company. 
Mr. Hammond's 


headquarters were at Johannesburg, 
and he had charge of no less than 
18,000 miners. It has been urged in 
his defence that if he had seriously 
meditated open rebellion against the 
Transvaal republic he had it in his 
power to put more men into the field 
than the Boers could muster them- 
selves, but there is no evidence that 
Hammond, who was the most popular 
Uitlnnder in the Transvaal, ever coun- 
tenanced an appeal to arras. Mr. Ham- 
mond is married and has two sons, 
who live at Johannesburg with their 
mother. Mrs. Hammond worked like 
a heroine to obtain her husband's re- 
lease. 


TAKEN BACK TO NEW YORK. 


Maria Barberl Loaves Sing Sing To Be 


Tried Again for Murder. 


King Sing, N. Y., April 29.—Detective 


Robert McNaught of the district at- 
torney's office, New York city, and 
Emanuel Friend, counsel for Maria 
Barberi, who was convicted of the 
murder of her lover but has been 
granted a new trial, arrived at the 
prison late yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of taking her baclc to New 
York.

TWO SUBSTITUTES TO BE OFFERED

Washington, April 29.—The house, 


the general pension bill having been 
passed yesterday by a vote of 137 to r>4, 
is to-day considerimg the bankruptcy 
bill, discussion on which will be con- 
tinued until Saturday afternoon, when 
a vote will be taken on its passage. 
Notice has been given that one or two 
substitutes for the pending bill will be 
offered for the action of the house by 
friends of voluntary bankruptcy only. 
The opening speech of the debate was 
made by Gen. Henderson, rep., la., in 
support of the bill, which is practi- 
cally the Torrey bill, providing for 
both voluntary and involuntary bank- 
ruptcy. The passage of the bill to 
place John N. Quackenbush on the r|- 
tired list of the navy cures what has 
been considered by the beneficiary and 
his friends as a great injustice perpe- 
trated upon him. A bill was passed 
directing the secretary of the interior 
to restore to the public domain the 
lands within the limits of Fort Lewis 
military reservation in Colorado. It is 
cot known when the resolution direct- 
ing the secretary of state to interpose 
in behalf of John Hays Hammond, the 
American citizen concerned in the 
Transvaal troubles, will be reported 
back from the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, to which it was referred yesterday. 


In the Senate. 


The senate to-day is considering the 


amendment to the naval appropriation 
bill made by Senator Gorman, which 
provides for the reduction in the num- 
ber of battleships from four to two. 
Senator Gorman's speech was almost 
entirely on political lines, although 
he did not spare members of his own 
party, especially the secretary of the 
navy, whom he ridiculed for his pre- 
tensions to become a great admiral.

Cruiser Columbia Will Have To Be Placed 


in Drrdoek for Repain. 


Fortress Monroe, Va., April 29.— 


The damage caused to the tf. 8. 
cruiser Columbia by the collision with 
the Old Dominion line's sidewheel 
steamer Wyanoke, by which the latter 
was sunk, will necessitate the placi'jf 
of the cruiser in drydock for repairs. 
The damages sustained by the Colum- 
bia consist, according to Capt. Sands, 
of "one hole two feet in diameter on 
the port side ten feet above the water 
line, a heavy indentation two feet 
above the water line on the same side, 
an indentation of one plate on the 
starboard side opposite the hole, open- 
ing a seam for about six feet, and the 
temporary loss of one anchor and 
forty-five fathoms of chain." It u 
said that as the Wyanoke fouled the 
Columbia 
while the latter was at 


anchor the Old Dominion company i* 
liable to the government for all ex- 
penses incurred in making Jhe neces- 
sary repairs. It is considered remark- 
able that no one was killed, as the 
Wyanoke struck the Columbia with 
great force and sank almost immedi- 
ately. The injured members of the 
Wyanoke's crew, who were attended 
by the Columbia's surgeon, will prob- 
ably be able to leave the sick bay to- 
night or to-morrow, except two or 
three, who were badly scalded, one of 
whom is expected to die.

London, April 29.—Though the news 


of the death sentence passed on the five 
leaders of the Johannesburg movement 
was a surprise and shock to those here 
who have watched the case, politicians 
inside and outside of parliament admit 
that the sentence is the natural comple- 
ment of the plea of gulity. Nobody 
hers believes that the sentence will bo 
executed. It is thought that under 
the law under which the accused were 
tried there was no course open to the 
court but to impose the death penalty. 
It is believed now that the arrange- 
ment between the prisoners and the 
Transvaal authorities provided for the 
passing of the death sentence, while at 
the same time the five men knew that 
the president would exercise the power 
with which he is invested and later 
commute the sentences. What the 
general feeling among the Boers is 
towards the prisoners is a matter of 
doubt. 


Heavy Fines Expected. 


It has been long understood that 


very severe sentences would be passed 
in order that the clemency which. 
President Kruger is certain to exer- 
cise might appear greater. 
It is 


thought probable that the sentence of 
death will be commuted to a short 
term of imprisonment and a large fine, 
unless Mr. Chamberlain's dispatch to 
President Kruger, read in the house of 
commons, irritates the chief magis- 
trate of the Transvaal. This teleg»am 
is regarded here as being precipitate 
and as leaving President Kruger no 
time to act on his own' account, and as 
having, moreover, the ring of dicta- 
tion. 
Chamberlain Scored.
